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Editor’s Note 


he Star Trek phenomenon—seven movies, four television series (five if you 
count the cartoon), and a multigenerational audience growing geometrically 
over more than 25 years—is the real stuff of Hollywood (and boardroom) legend. 

That legend is about to grow by vast proportions as Star Trek becomes the first 
hit of an altogether new medium—the forums, chat areas, newsgroups, mailing 
lists, Websites, and FTP archives with their millions of digitized images and sound- 
bites that comprise the information and entertainment source known as the Net. 

Net Trek is a report on this extraordinary entertainment and cultural develop- 
ment. It is a map of a world that others—fans and professionals alike—have built. 
It is a guide to the vast stores of Trek data that inhabit Cyberspace and supply the 
Trek canon and fuel the Trek experience. It is a wide-eyed and astonished look at 
the ever-expanding Trek phenomenon. 

Star Trek is to the Net what Milton Berle, Jack Benny, and Ed Sullivan were to 
television—the standard-bearer that makes it from one medium to another. Trek— 
its lore and its culture—has made the transition from video and celluloid to digital 
code and Cyberspace. In so doing, it has begun to define the style, the audience, 
and the message of the Net. Trek is singularly appropriate to this new interactive 
medium because it is a culture and an oeuvre driven as much by the participation 
of its audience as by the contributions of its writers and producers. Trek is “next 
generation’ digital entertainment because it is as dependent on information—the 
fan-created and fan-administered archives accessible across Cyberspace—as it is on 
traditional narrative structures. 

We have trodden carefully around (and not over) the rights of Star Trek's owners, 
trusting that they believe—as we do—that the activity on the Net has enhanced, 
rather than diminished, the value of the franchise. Where we have made reference 
to trademarks, we have tried to observe the integrity of those marks. Where we 
have reproduced images—publicity stills, video frames, and Web pages all garnered 
from the Net—we have done so in an effort to communicate the substance of the 
medium. Indeed, the images included here are but an infinitesimal fraction of those 
available on the Internet; commercial services like AOL, CompuServe, Prodigy, and 
GEnie; and many Trek-related BBSs. 

In preparing this book, we have had the help of many of the leading figures and 
ombudsmen of the Trek community. We owe them a debt of enormous gratitude.

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Foreword 
Cyberspace—The Final Frontier 


Tim Lynch is one of the premier Cybertrekkers—that is, 
a Trek fan who puts his enthusiasm online. Lynch, 25, 
is a Los Angeles resident who has been contributing to 
Net Trek culture since his college days, when he and his 
roommate Mike Shappe posted weekly reviews of Trek 
episodes to fledgling Usenet groups. Considered one of 
online Treks elder statesmen, Lynch names TING’ “The 
Inner Light” and “The Measure of a Man” as his 


favorite Trek episodes. 


Imost thirty years after it first aired, Star Trek is 

indisputably the television era’s most successful 
science fiction enterprise (all puns intended). Starting 
from a position of relative obscurity, Trek has 
become, in many ways, an integral part of the world’s 
subconscious. Certainly, not everyone is a fan—but 
youd be hard-pressed to find someone unaware of it. 

There’s nothing quite like Trek in that regard— 
unless, of course, you're talking about the Net. 
Certainly, it had beginnings at least as humble as Star 
Trek’s—and certainly, its expansion has been just as 
breathtaking. Seven years ago, when I first started my 
own contributions to the Net (primarily reviews of 
weekly episodes, which continue to this day), most 
people had no idea what was meant by the term. 
Now, thanks to a media explosion, it’s difficult to 
find anyone who hasn‘t at least heard of the Net. 

But the similarities don’t stop there. They’re 
philosophical as well as historical. As any good Trek 
fan can tell you, the show’s philosophy of tolerance is 
often considered its main strength. That philosophy, 
known as IDIC (or Infinite Diversity in Infinite 
Combinations), encourages people to acknowledge 
and respect the differences of others as contributions 
to a universal dialogue. The Net creates the same 
effect: since communication is purely typographical, 
differences become irrelevant, and an opinion about 
Deep Space Nines quality must be assessed indepen- 
dent of the writer's class, race, religion, location, or 
physical appearance. You don’t even know for certain 
if a message was posted by a human—who knows 
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what kind of newsfeeds they have on Vulcan? 

But Trek and the Net aren’t only parallel phe- 
nomena. They're also intersecting ones. As the Net 
has expanded, so has Star Trek's presence on it. A 
decade ago, “net.startrek” was one of the first Usenet 
groups formed—and now, even confining yourself to 
Usenet, you could probably spend your entire wak- 
ing day just reading various facts, opinions, or 
announcements with a Trek spin (be it convention 
reports, upcoming schedules, reviews of some of the 
latest Trek material, or offers of Trek merchandise). 
As Trek fandom’s presence on the Net has grown, 
Cyberspace has become more and more the preemi- 
nent medium for fans’ comments, organizations, and 
entertainments. Want to see an analysis of the 
Tamarian language? Want to chat about the omnipo- 
tent mischief of Q? Go ahead—and when youre fin- 
ished, there’s plenty more where that came from. 

My own association with Trek on the Net has for 
the most part been deeply exciting. The Net acts as a 
wonderful sounding board—if you actively detested 
last week’s episode of Voyager, you can at least enjoy 
ranting about its flaws afterward. I could describe at 
length the eternal Usenet debates—on the relative 
merits of each series, on the role of music in a show, 
on the value of such Trek concepts as the Prime 
Directive, on whether gay and lesbian people will (or 
should) ever be represented in the Trek universe— 
but I tend to remember the strange moments, such 
as being greeted in other newsgroups or at conven- 
tions with, “oh, you're THAT Tim Lynch!” (It’s even 
stranger when the people who recognize me are on 
Star Trek's writing staff...) While I'd almost certainly 
be watching Star Trek with or without the Net, the 
connections to other fans and the awareness of the 
creative forces shaping the series would be lost—and 
as a result, I wouldn't be enjoying it as much. 

This book is your gateway to the Trek universe of 
the 23rd and 24th centuries, as well as the online cul- 
ture of the 20th and 21st. Happy hunting.

Even if you belong to a Trek fan club, 
go to conventions, and have dinner each week with Rick Berman, there's 
something for you. The Net offers 24-hour-a-day discussions with an endless _ 
stream of fans who never tire of talking Trek.

he Net is the electronic medium spawned by 
the millions of computers linked (that is, net- 
worked) together throughout the world. Known as 
_Cyberspace, the Information Highway, or the 
Infobahn, the Net encompasses the Internet, a 
global, noncommercial system with more than 30 
million computers communicating through it; the 
commercial online services, like CompuServe, 
America Online, Prodigy, GEnie, and eWorld; the 
thousands of local and regional bulletin-board ser- 
vices (BBSs); the networks of discussion groups, 
like FidoNet and TrekNet, that are carried out over 
BBSs; and the discussion groups known as Usenet 
that traverse the Internet. More and more, the 
Internet unites all the diverse locations and formats 


that make up the Net.

Email Gateway 

This is the most basic access you can get. It lets you send and receive mes- 
_ sages to and from anyone, anywhere, anytime on the Net. Email gateways are 
_ often available via work, school, or the other services listed here. 


Commercial Services 
_ Priciest but often easiest, these services have a wealth of material for the 
online Trekker. The big ones are America Online, CompuServe, and Prodigy. | 
Also popular are GEnie, Delphi, and eWorld. Commercial services are cyber 
city-states. The large ones have more “residents” (members) than most U.S. 
cities—enough users, in other words, to support lively discussions among 
their membership, and enough resources to make a visit worthwhile. They 
generally require their own special software, which you can buy at any local 
- computer store or by calling the numbers listed in this book. (Hint: Look for — 
_ the frequent starter-kit giveaways.) AOL, CompuServe, Prodigy, Delphi, and | 
_GEnie all provide access to many if not all of Usenet’s more than 10,000 
newsgroups, and through email you can subscribe to any of the mailing-lists. 
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Delphi provides access to the Internet’s IRC chan- 
nels. 


Internet Providers 


There are a growing number of full-service Internet 


providers (which means they offer email, IRC, 
FTP, telnet, gopher, WWW, and Usenet access), 
including Your Personal Network (YPN) run by 
the editors of this book. In practical terms, the 
Internet enables you to connect with Paramount's 
Voyager Website, detailed episode guides, or 
Vulcan discussions. A dial-up SLIP (serial line 


Internet protocol) or PPP (point-to-point proto- 


col) account is the most fun you can have through 
a modem. It is a special service offered by some 
Internet providers that gets you significantly faster 
access and the ability to use point-and-click pro- 
grams for Windows, Macintosh, and other plat- 
forms. 


BBSs 


BBSs range from mom-and-pop, hobbyist comput- 


er bulletin boards to large professional services. 
What the small ones lack in size they often make 


_up for in affordability and homeyness. In fact,

IP SOFTWARE 


Most “serial” dial-up connec- 
tions to the Internet treat your 
fancy desktop computer as a 
dumb terminal that requires a lot 
of typed-out commands. An IP 
connection, whether through a 
direct hookup like Ethernet or a 
dial-up over phone lines, turns 
your computer into a node on 
the Net instead of a one-step- 


removed terminal connection. 
With an IP link, you can run slick 
point-and-click programs—often 
many at once. Macintosh users 
will need MacTCP and, depend- 
ing on the kind of IP service 
you re getting, either Interslip or 
the more advanced MacPPP 
Windows users will need the lat- 
est version of WinSock. (The lat- 
est versions of programs that run 
over WinSock can be found at 
ftp.cica.indiana.edu.) Two all-in- 
one packages of Internet soft- 
ware that you might want to 
consider for Windows are 
Chameleon and WinQVT. Your 
best bet for these programs is to 
get your online service to give 
you these programs preconfig- 
ured, as the IP address can be 
mind-boggling to set up. 


Highway. Many of the large Trek BBSs (such as Perfect Vision Graphics 
BBS) are as rich and diverse as the commercial services. BBSs are easy to get 
started with, and if you find one with Internet access or an email gateway, 
you ll get the best of local color and global reach. You'll find BBSs through- 
out this book. You can also locate local BBSs through the Usenet discussion 
groups alt.bbs.lists and comp.bbs.misc, the BBS forums of the commercial 
services, and regional and national BBS lists kept in the file libraries of many 
BBSs. Once you've found a local BBS, contact the sysop to inquire about the 
echoes (or conferences) you want. These are the BBS world’s equivalent to 
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the Internet’s newsgroups. With echoes, you're

he World Wide Web is a hypertext-based information structure that 

now dominates Internet navigation. The Web is like a house where 
every room has doors to every other room—or, perhaps more accurately, like 
the interconnections in the human brain. Highlighted words in a document 
link to other documents that reside on the same machine or on a computer 
anywhere in the world. You only have to click on the appropriate word or 
phrase—the Web does the rest. With invisible navigation, you can jump 
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from Andrew Tong's TNG page to a complete 
episode guide, or from a general list of sci-fi 
resources at Rutgers to a Quantum Leap home page. 


_ All the while you've FTPed, telnetted, and gophered 


with nary a thought to case-sensitive Unix com- 
mands or addresses. 
Your dial-up Internet provider undoubtedly 


_ offers programs to access the Web. Lynx and 


WWW are pretty much the standard offerings. 
Usually you choose them by typing lynx and www 
and then <return>. What you'll get is a “page” with 
some of the text highlighted. These are the links. 
Choose a link, hit the return key, and youre off. 

If you know exactly where you want to go and 
don’t want to meander through the information, 


_ you can type a Web page’s address, known as a URL 


(uniform resource locator), many of which you'll 


find in this book. With the emergence of new and 
sophisticated so-called Web browsers (with a graph- 
ical point-and-click interface) like Mosaic and 
NetScape, the Web is starting to look the way it was 
envisioned—pictures, colored icons, and appetizing 
text layouts. (See “IP Software” sidebar.)

Net—everything is discussed here. And we mean 
_ everything. While delivered over the Internet, the 
Usenet collection of newsgroups are not technically 
part of the Internet. In order to read a newsgroup, 
you need to go where it is stored. Smaller BBSs that 
have news feeds sometimes store only a couple 
dozen newsgroups, while most Internet providers 
offer thousands. (If there’s a group missing that you 
really want, ask your Internet provider to add the 
newsgroup back to the subscription list.) 

The messages in a newsgroup, called “posts,” are 
listed and numbered chronologically—in other 
words, in the order in which they were posted. 
Usenet is not distributed from one central location, 

which means that a posted message does not appear

The speed of distribution partly depends on how often 
providers pick up and post Usenet messages. For a message to appear in every 

corner of the Net, you'll generally have to wait overnight. If you use the | 

‘newsgroups a lot, you'll start to notice patterns where messages from some 
machines take five minutes to appear and others take a day. 

You can scan a list of messages before deciding to read a particular mes- 
sage. If someone posts a message that prompts responses, the original and all 
follow-up messages are called a thread. The subject line of subsequent posts 
in the thread refers to the subject of the original. For example, if you were to 
post a message with the subject “A Janeway-Kim romance?” in 
rec.arts.startrek.current, all responses would read “Re: A Janeway-Kim 
romance?” In practice, however, topics wander off in many directions. 


19. Mailing lists? 


Mi" lists are like newsgroups, except that they are distributed over 
the Internet email system. The fact that messages show up in your 
mailbox tends to make the discussion group more intimate, as does the 
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proactive act of subscribing. Mailing lists are often more focused, and they're 
less vulnerable to irreverent and irrelevant contributions. 

To subscribe to a mailing list, send an email to the mailing list’s subscrip- 
tion address. Often you will need to include very specific information, which 


_ you will find in this book. To unsubscribe, send another message to that 


same address. If the mailing list is of the listserv or majordomo variety, you 
can usually unsubscribe by sending the command signoff <listname> in the © 
message body. If the mailing list instructs you to write a request to subscribe, 


_ you will probably need to write a request to unsubscribe.

| ocal BBSs often carry what are known as echoes or conferences, which 


are part of messaging networks among BBSs. You'll find several of these 


_ networks mentioned throughout the book: FidoNet, RelayNet (RIME), 
_ TrekNet, TrekkerNet, WarpSpeed, Ilink, and Smartnet. There are hundreds 


of BBS conferences in Cyberspace, new ones are added daily, and no BBS 
carries them all; most don’t even carry all the conferences on a single net- 
work. Check with local BBSs in your area code to see whether they have the 
network you want. If they do, but they don’t carry the conference you're 
looking for, ask for it. Most sysops will gladly add a conference for a paying 
customer. The specialty Trek BBS networks such as TrekNet, TrekkerNet, the

HOW TO DOWNLOAD 


How do | download from 
a commercial service? 

The download command on 
each of the commercial services 
may differ slightly depending on 
the type of computer you use, 
but in most instances file down- 
loads work as follows: 


On America Online, once 
you locate the file you want, 


select the file name so that it’s 
highlighted. Then select one of 
two buttons: download now, 
or download later. If you 
choose download later, the 
file will be added to a list of 
files, all of which you can down- 
load when you're done with 
your America Online session. 


On CompuServe, if you're 
browsing a library list (using 
CompuServe’s Information 
Manager], you can highlight a 

file you want and select the 
retrieve button to download it 
immediately. If you want to 
download it later, select the box 
next to the file name, then select 
yes when you leave the forum 

and a window will appear that 
says download marked files? (If 

you don’t have Information | 
Manager, type down and | 
[return] at the prompt follow- 

ing the file description.) 


On Delphi, after you read a 
file description in the file or 
database area, there are four 
commands available—next, 
down, xm, and list. Type down 
and [return] to download the 
file. 

— 
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After the description, complete address informa- 
tion is provided. A red check mark identifies the 
name of the network. When you see an arrow, this 
means that you have another step ahead of you, 
such as typing a command, searching for a file, sub- 
scribing to a mailing list, or typing a Web address 
(also called a URL). Additional check marks indi- 
cate the other networks through which the site is 
accessible; triple dots indicate another address on 
the same network; and more arrows mean more 
steps. 

An address is context-sensitive—in other words, 
it follows the logic of the particular network. So, if 
the entry includes a Website, the address following 
the arrow would be a URL that you would type on 
the command line of your Web browser. If it isa 
mailing list, the address would be an email address 
followed by instructions on the exact form of the 
email message. An entry that includes an FTP, tel- 
net, or gopher address would provide a log-in 
sequence and a directory path or menu path when 
necessary. 

In a commercial service address, the arrow is fol- 
lowed by the service's transfer word (e.g., keyword, 
go word, or jump word), which will take you to 
the site. More arrows lead you along a path to the 
specific area on the site. IRC addresses indicate 
what you must type to get to the channel you want 
once youve connected to the IRC program. 

The name of a newsgroup entry or BBS echo is 
also its address, so there is no address information 
other than the network for these types of sites. 
(You'll locate the newsgroup or echo at your access 


provider or BBS.) 
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On GEnie, after you've chosen 
a file to download, select down- 
load a file from the RoundTable 
library menu. When you see the 
prompt enter the download 
request: type the file name and 
[return]. At the next prompt, 
which asks you to confirm your 
download, type d and [return] 
to download the file.

Star Trek Newsgroups (rec. 
arts.startrek*) (ng) It’s virtually 
impossible to surf Usenet without 
slamming into Trek references, in- 
jokes, and cross-posts, whether 
youre lurking in sci.rocketry or 
slumming in alt.sex. If you're go- 
ing to drop a name, you can't go 
wrong with Kirk, Picard, or (in 
case you're striving for an air of 
contempt) Wesley Crusher. And 
Trek one-liners—“He’s dead, Jim,” 
“Beam me up, Scotty,” “Make it 
so!” and “Engage!”—are veritable 
Usenet mantras. If there is such a 
thing as a collective Usenet uncon- 
scious, then Trek has shaped its ar- 
chetypes. 

The heart of Net Trekdom is 
the rec.arts.startrek.* news hierar- 
chy, which was spun out of the 
single burgeoning rec.arts.startrek 
newsgroup in December 1991. 
The hierarchy isn’t organized in a 
particularly intuitive fashion: there 
is no rec.arts.startrek.tng, for in- 
stance—as much as logic would 
seem to call for one. Instead, there 
are two primary groups: rec.arts. 
startrek.current and rec.arts. 
startrek.misc. 

The former includes discussion 
of first-run and forthcoming Trek 
shows, books, movies, and para- 
phernalia; the latter hosts discus- 
sion of Trek in general, including 
remembrances of old Trek movies, 
post-game analysis of old series, 
and so on. Trekkers (not Trekkies 
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—a quick peek at Otto “Hack- 
Man” Heuer’s rec.arts.startrek. 
misc FAQ will explain the differ- 
ence) defend this confusing setup 
by noting that all the various se- 
ries, films, novels, and so forth— 
from TOS to Voyager—are facets 
of the same seamless world. Why 
split them apart? 

So where does discussion about 
TNG belong, for instance? Well, 
up until last year, when the series 
was cancelled, TNG discussion 
would have landed in either 
rec.arts.startrek.current or rec. 
arts.startrek.misc, depending on 
whether the topic in question was 
less than four months old. Now 
that the series no longer releases 
new episodes, ING discussion be- 
longs exclusively in rec.arts. 
startrek.misc (unless you're talking 
about a new movie based on TNG 
characters, in which case you can 
go ahead and post to rec.arts. 
startrek.current). Does this sound 
about as straightforward as a Fer- 
engi prenuptial agreement to you? 
Indeed, Jim. 

Frankly, very few people actual- 
ly take the time to figure out 
where their posts belong, and 
most long-running threads are 
cross-posted to both groups. 
When in doubt, post wherever 
you feel comfortable, until some- 
one tells you you shouldn't. For 
more advanced Net Trekkers, the 
hierarchy also includes rec.arts. 
startrek.fandom (fan conventions, 
politics, and anti-Paramount in- 
surgence), rec.arts.startrek.tech 
(brain-bending flights of physics 
and fancy), rec.arts.startrek.info 
(FAQs, announcements, and press 
releases) and rec.arts.startrek.re- 
views (intensely critical analyses of 
current and past episodes, books, 
and movies).

“My husband, Marshall Flax, is a 
sighted systems administrator at a Wall 
Street brokerage firm; he knows about my 
Trek fancies and fetishes, and has given 
me explicit consent to have one night 
with Patrick Stewart, whatever happens 
or doesn't happen,” she laughs. “Isn't true 
love grand? And yes, he’s *serious*—just 
ask him!” 
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Keiko O’Brien in DS9’s “In The Hands of the Prophets” stirred up a lot of trouble teach- 


ing science to Bajorans on 
the space station—as much 
trouble as the movement to 
teach the rainbow curricu- 
lum does in the 1990s. Trek 
has always addressed the di- 
visive issues of our day. Re- 
member the battle between 
the half-black and half-white 
alien races? The episode pre- 
miered during the height of 
the Civil Rights Movement 
in the U.S. But has Trek be- 
come too PC? In AOLs The 
Neutral Zone: Gay Folk on 
the Bridge the discussion fo- 
cuses on if homosexuality 
will be “cured” or finally ac- 
cepted by the 24th century. 
AOLs Trekking Afrocentri- 
cally carries on a proud tra- 
dition from the early days 
when Martin Luther King, 
Jr. convinced actress Nichelle 
Nichols that she really was 
breaking barriers as Lieu- 
tenant Uhura! Women Who 
Love Trek (in spite of its 
sometimes blatant sexism) 
meet to share their pride 
over Janeway’s command 
and Kira’s fortitude. Is this 
what the Great Bird wanted?

But 
for many gay fans, Paramount is 
solely to blame for its refusal to 
develop gay characters. Much dis- 
cussion centers around the TNG 
homily on sexual conformity, “The 
Outcast,” and whether or not 


Paramount has indeed done its 
duty. The problem, say the gay 
fans, is not the lack of a storyline, 
but that they are not represented 
in Starfleet at all. When multicul- 
turalism is the writer’s Prime Di- 
rective, why not? The answer, sad 
to say, can be found in the post- 
ings of many adolescent males 
who swear they'd stop watching if 
Star Trek introduced a gay crew

ometimes life imitates art. 
Sometimes art intimidates life. 
And sometimes life and art work 
together in perfect harmony. For Star 
Trek fans on the Internet, the last of 
these three possibilities is the one that 
warms their heart, especially when 
they're discussing the ways in which 
online technology—with its vast reach, 
incredible variety, and radical democra- 
tization of opinion—might galvanize 
Trek fandom. “The Net is Spock’s IDIC 
(Infinite Diversity in Infinite 
Combinations) realized,” says Otto 
Heuer, the 29-year-old software engi- 
neer and self-described “professional 
hacker” who maintains the rec.arts. 
startrek FAQs. “With all the millions of 
people on the Internet, each with a dif- 
ferent opinion on any given matter, we 
literally have an Infinite Diversity in 
Infinite Combinations.” 

But there are lumps in the 
oatmeal of Utopia. And many 
of those lumps are appearing 
courtesy of Paramount 
Pictures, the media giant that 
owns the Star Trek franchise. 
Though a certain mutu- 
al interest is indis- 


putable—“It helps

Star Trek to have so many people around 
the world discussing Star Trek and it 
helps Usenet to have a great concept like 
Star Trek to discuss,” says Heuer— 
Paramount has approached online Trek 
fandom cautiously, with a guarded 
enthusiasm that often shades into suspi- 
cion. While Babylon 5 creator J. Michael 
Straczynski makes regular use of Usenet 
and IRC channels to discuss his show 
with fans, Paramount’s top brass have 
eschewed the Internet; aside from an 
occasional commercial-service appear- 
ance by William Shatner or Rick 
Berman, the Trek chat online is exclu- 
sively fan-driven. 

To some extent, this problem arises 
from the nature of Usenet posts, the 
way that the newsgroup world inverts 
the old saw, “If you don’t have anything 
nice to say, don’t say anything at all.” 
Since newsgroups give fans the oppor- 
tunity to play critic, posts are large- 
ly critical, and this may be off- 
putting to Paramount execs. 
Rec.arts.startrek.info moderator 
Jim Griffith explains: “The problem 
is that with Usenet, every user can be 
an internationally-read author, 
critic, or spokesperson. But

responsibility well, and 2) those who 
arent familiar with the system don’t 
know how to respond to what happens 
on the Net. So when a typical episode 
comes out, everyone posts their opin- 
ions, 40 percent of which are probably 
critical. That doesn’t mean that 40 per- 
cent of the viewers didn’t like the 
episode, but the perception by those 
producing Star Trek is that the Net is 
out to get them. And they've deliberate- 
ly avoided dealing with us for that spe- 
cific reason.” 

Though Griffith’s point is well- 
taken, the events of the past year sug- 
gest that Paramount's wariness is more 
than a bad case of thin skin. In the 
summer of 1994, roughly six months 
before the official theatrical release of 
Star Trek: Generations, a script of the 
film appeared on rec.arts.startrek.cur- 
rent. “Scripts are driven off various lots 
all the time,” says Mike Brown, whose 
Vidiot reviews are well-known to online 
Trek fans. “Until now, these scripts have 
only made it around via paper, limiting 
the impact.” But after Usenet publica- 
tion, the leak reached thousands of 
fans, touching off a series of debates 
(was the script legitimate? was posting 
unfair, or even illegal?) and even draw- 
ing the attention of Paramount, who 
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wasted no time contacting those who 
had posted the script—including one 
Netter living in the Netherlands. 

While online Trekkers acknowl- 
edged Paramount's interest in the mat- 
ter, they defended the electronic medi- 
um as a free-speech zone. Andrew 
Tong, the Caltech undergrad whose 
TNG pages are among the most 
impressive sites in all Cyberspace, 
argued that the law had no place 
online: “If I were Paramount, I'd prose- 
cute whoever leaked the script,” wrote 
Tong at the time. “I'd think it would be 
pointless to use lawsuits to stop/punish 
redistributors.” 

The reposting of the script in 
October and November touched off an 
extended debate on the finer points of 
copyright law and corporate morality, 
with some fans defending the dissemi- 
nation of the script and others deriding 
it as a clear theft of the writers’ work. 
With the rhetoric flying fast and furi- 
ous, the Great Generations Script 
Debates were a wonderful illustration 
of the Net at its best. But when the 
smoke cleared, nothing had been 
resolved, and the sleeping media giant 
was awake—and grumpy. “The posting 
really hurt the whole of Trek fandom,” 
says Brown. “Sure, I kept a copy. I 
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probably would have gotten a paper 
copy anyway. I don’t pay for scripts, 
ever. But the posting of any script 
doesn’t fall into ‘rules of Net fair play.’ 
It just isn’t a good idea at all.” Tim 
Lynch, whose online TNG, DS9 , and 
Voyager reviews are a staple of Trek cul- 
ture, makes the point even more 
emphatically: “Had someone had a 
copy of the script leaked to them and 
spilled information from it (a few lines, 
a plot synopsis, etc.), that'd be the 
nature of the game—but posting some- 
one else’s property verbatim is every bit 
as much a violation of intellectual prop- 
erty rights as Xeroxing a book would 
be, in my opinion.” 

Over the ensuing months, this fric- 
tion has not lessened, and while many 
fans suspect that Paramount monitors 
Internet activity (“I don’t *believe* that 
Paramount representatives are lurking 
online,” says Miriam Nathan, who co- 
hosts AOL Star Trek Club Forum, “I 
*know* they are”), the absence of an 
official relationship between Trek cre- 
ators and fans strikes some Trekkers as a 
travesty. “My newsgroup is the *ideal* 
place for Paramount to officially 
announce stuff to the Internet,” says 
Jim Griffith. “News and informa- 
tion without discussion, remember? 
But as soon as I say ‘Usenet,’ they 
say ‘thank you very much.’ And that 
hurts both of us.” 

To be fair, the outlook 
isn't all that bleak. In the . 


winter of 1995—early Michael Piller 


January, to be precise—Deep Space 
Nine broadcast a two-part episode enti- 
tled “Past Tense.” The plot? That twen- 
ty-first century civilization escaped full- 
scale class warfare with the help of— 
that’s right—a national computer net- 
work known as the Net. Is this Net-to- 
the-rescue plot twist an olive branch of 
sorts? Online Trek fans hope so. “I 
think it’s a tremendous possibility that 
the online world will be the newest 
source of feedback/ratings for Star Trek 
creators, says AOL's Nathan. “It’s 
instantaneous (pretty much) and it’s 
also an anonymous medium through 
which they can ask questions, much as 
we fans do. I also think there’s a distinct 
possibility that the online culture will 
provide a good grounds for business 
expansion if the creators have a mind to 
do that.” 

And even the most pessimistic of 
observers do not hestiate to point out 
that Trek and the Net share a common 
origin. “Star Trek went a long way 
towards influencing the braintrust of 
the seventies and eighties, and those 
same people went on to become 
founders of the online culture that is 


emerging,” says Jim Griffith. “The 


( ss big advantage to the online cul- 


ture is that it has actually man- 
aged to unify Trek fandom. It 
used to be that there was only a 
sense of community at the con- 
. vention. Now, people get 
‘. that sense every time they 
login.”

And on the eighth day, he created The Original Series. In the continuing debate over the 


meaning, purpose, and ide- 
ology of the Star Trek 
dream, no other name car- 
ries as much weight as Gene 
Roddenberry’s. Invoke Gene 
to your side in those endless 
debates over canon and the 
opposition is silenced. If 
you were reading the rec. 
arts.startrek* groups when 
Roddenberry died, you may 
have been asked by Jim 
Griffith, moderator of rec. 
arts.startrek.info, to “sign” 
an electronic condolence 
card that was sent to Gene’s 
wife, Majel Barrett: “I asked 
people to send their names 
to be added to this, as well 
as any messages, and I did 
my best to combine the 
messages into a single letter, 
with all of the names at the 
end. We ended up with 
1,300 names from 11 differ- 
ent countries and 44 differ- 
ent states. It was amazing to 
read some of the stuff peo- 
ple wrote. Gene touched so 
many people at a time when 
people really needed his vi- 
sion.” But even if you 
werent online then, the 
memorials remain.

The two newsgroups have sur- 
prising gender ratios (close to 2:1), 
which makes for some curious se- 
mantic issues: “How come women 
in Starfleet are called ‘Mr.’ instead 
of ‘Ms.’?” grouses one female 
rec.arts.startrek.misc’er. The ques- 
tion of sexist language is only the 
tip of the PC iceberg. Indeed, po- 
litical correctness, or the lack 
thereof, is the subject of a long- 
running debate in both news- 
groups. 

The change in Trek’s famous 
opening monologue—from TOS’s 
“To go where no man has gone be- 
fore” to TNG’s “To go where no 
one has gone before”—raised the 
ire of many purists, and the ap- 
pearance of tokenism regarding 
captain selection (an African- 
American for DS9, and a woman 
for Voyager) seemed to confirm 
suspicions that the PC Patrol had 
taken the helm at Starship Para- 
mount. 

Worse yet was the flap about 
whether there were black (i.e., 
non-Caucasian) Vulcans. “I believe 
in black Vulcans,” says one 
rec.arts.startrek.misc.’er, “mainly 
because there already has been 
one: The midwife in the ‘Spock’s 
birth’ flashback in Star Trek V: The 
Final Frontier. | know the film’s 
painful to watch, but it is canon!” 
Another fan took a slightly more 
adverserial approach: “I can han- 
dle a black Vulcan. What got me 
was a reference, I think, in Enter- 
tainment Tonight, to the first 
African-American Vulcan! You can 
have a black Vulcan, but to get an 
African-American one requires 
stretching logic just a little bit.”

has overheated some warp cores, 
nothing bothers a rec.arts.startrek 
regular as much as a posting of the 
infamous “Get a Life!” skit from 
Saturday Night Live, in which 
guest host William Shatner, play- 
ing himself at a Trek convention, 
mocked Trek faithfuls as narrow- 
minded dweebs. The skit has been 
mentioned with such appalling 
frequency that Taki Kogoma 
(Captain Gym Z. Quirk) has actu- 
ally posted a FAQ on how to re- 
spond to this particular post. 

Ultimately, however, what mat- 
ters is Trek—in all of its many 
variations, from the absurd to the 
sublime. An ongoing discussion 
over whether there are, in fact, 
bathrooms on the Enterprise has 
inspired some hilarious exchanges. 
A thread on 24th-century eco- 
nomics—is there such a thing as 
money in the Trek universe—has 
produced some fascinating cross- 
pollination between Marx and 
Roddenberry. And there’s no bet- 
ter location in Cyberspace for hot 
information on upcoming Trek 
doings. 

After all, it was on rec.arts. 
startrek.current that an advanced 
copy of the Star Trek: Generations 
movie script surfaced, sparking 
controversy and antagonizing 
Paramount (see feature, page 87). 
How much hotter does it get? 
Strangely enough, no high-level 
Trek brass seem to read the news-

MiSTing Trek on the Net 


gape-mouthed as Trekkers. And in the 

world of Trek fan fiction, there’s no 
place like the Net. Fans can now publish 
their fantasies at the touch of a button, 
and publish them instantly to a reader- 
ship of thousands. Every man, woman, 
or child who invents an 
adventure for Kirk and 
Spock, or Picard and 
company, can be a well- 
known author in a mat- 
ter of minutes. 

But how “good” is 
fan fiction? That all 
depends on what you 
mean by good. Sometimes, 
fan writing succeeds wonderfully, demon- 
strating impressive insight into Trill psy- 
chology or crossbreeding Star Trek with 
sci-fi series of decidedly different charac- 
ter (there are Trek/ Galactica hybrids, 
Trek! Babylon 5 hybrids, and even 
Trek! Highlander hybrids). Well-written, 
powerful, and deliriously unauthorized, 
these stories make a real contribution to 
Trek culture, strengthening the canon 


through challenge. 


: n the world of fans, there are few as 


But for every piece of fan fiction that 
employs polished and moving prose, 
there's another piece that comes up short. 
Way short. Shorter than a Ferengi on Bad 
Posture Day. With abysmal prose and 
clichés to spare, these pieces make 
Danielle Steel look like Nabokov. What 

should be done with these 
fanfics? On the one hand, 
they’re a valid form of 
fan expression, a way for 
fans to tell their fellow 
fans stories about the 
characters they have 
F | come to love. On the 
’ other hand, bad writing 
is bad writing—and should 
be punished accordingly. That’s where 
MiSTing comes in. 

MiSTing, of course, refers to Mystery 
Science Theater 3000, the popular sci-fi 
comedy show, and more specifically to 
the show's practice of subjecting creative 
atrocities to relentless mockery. On 
MST3K, as it’s known to fans, a group of 
outer-space wiseacres sit around and ki- 
bitz about awful movies. Now, MST3K 
has spawned Mystery Usenet Theater 
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3000, an Internet version that targets bad 
newsgroup posts—from get-rick-quick 
schemes and wacky philosophical mus- 
ings to sci-fi fan fictions—rather than bad 
movies. 

Take a Net story called “A Gul’s 
Revenge.” Please. A TING fanfic of bot- 
tomless banality, the story is full of the 
overwriting and underplotting that char- 
acterizes the worst fan fiction. In the 
Mystery Usenet Theater 3000 version, 
created by David Hines, almost every line 
of the original story is undermined by 
snide and satiric commentary. Using the 
MST3K characters to do his dirty work, 
Hines zeroes in on typos, solecisms, stilt- 
ed dialogue, confusing plot develop- 
ments, and vague descriptions—and 
there are more than enough to go around. 
To an opening disclaimer that the story 
“may be copied, distributed, or cross- 
posted to friends,” Hines notes that “it 
would be more appropriate to distribute 
to enemies.” And this exchange is typi- 
cal of the irreverence with which the 
source story is handled:

While the MiSTing of “A Gul’s 
Revenge” may read like a random act of 
senseless textual violence, such attacks 
seem to bind the Trek fanfic community 
closer together, encouraging fans to read 
each others’ work and comment unin- 
hibitedly. Contacted by email, the origi- 
nal author, Stephen Ratliff, says he doesn’t 
mind being the butt of someone else’s 
joke, just so long “as they credit [him] as 
the author of the work.” Now a sopho- 
more at the University of Radford in 
Virginia, Ratliff admits that “A Gul’s 
Revenge” deserves a certain amount of 
criticism for its sloppy prose. “I posted 
it as I wrote it,” he says, noting that 
since then he has written two more Trek 
fanfics. Ratliff says that the mockery 
will not dampen his creative spark and 
that he will continue to forge bravely 
ahead in the land of fan fiction. “I am 
plotting out a Star Trekl/ Star Wars cross- 


over with my brother doing the Star Wars 
side.”

Starfleet Online (SFOL) So you 
want to explore the universe? In- 
terested in making friends from 
distant planets? Consider joining 
Starfleet. You'll have to attend the 
academy where you'll learn how to 
roleplay Trek adventures: an attack 
by the Borg, a plot contrived by 
the Romulans, a Klingon trial of 
honor, a warp drive failure, etc. 
Even if in an alternate universe (or 
different Net site), you had risen 
to the position of captain or admi- 
ral, you still have to begin as a 
cadet here. Drop by the Starfleet 
Resource Center and the Starfleet 
Misc Articles archive in Starfleet 
Online for some background on 
what SFOL is and what you need 
to know to get through the Acade- 
my. Here in the bowels of the li- 
braries, you'll be able to read the 
cadet manuals on ships, ranks, 
races, locations, and technology. 
And, in the Memory Pine, there’s 
an infinite amount of fan art to 
enjoy in off-sim times. 

If you decide to pursue a career 
with Starfleet, then just show up 
at the public room called Starfleet 
Academy in the People Connec- 
tion (keyword: pc) during one of 
the designated academy simula- 
tions. (A schedule is posted on the 
Cadet-Officer Message Center in 
the SFOL Schedules folder.) Cre- 
ate a Cadet screen name like 
Cadet Hearn or Cadet Maloni.

shows are not acceptable fantasy 
incarnations. To put it bluntly: 
you're not Picard. Once you've 
registered, your password will be 
sent to you via email (every hour, 
on the hour, passwords are sent 
out by an automated mailer). We 
strongly suggest that you take an 
hour or two to read every help 
topic—type “help topics” for a list 
of available instructions and back- 
ground information and “help 
commands” for a list of com- 
mands. 

Registered players have to then 
pick a race. If you're uncertain 
who you are—feeling a little Klin- 
gon on some days, and positively 
Cardassian on others—you should 
wander around the Hub area to 
look at the information available 
about each race. In addition to 
known races (Ferengi, Romulans, 
etc.), IrekMUSE permits players 
to behave as Independents, mem- 
bers of a small group of merchants 
and traders not attached to any of 
the spheres; and joining the Feder- 
ation is also an option. Once 
you've picked a race, you'll need to 
type “signup” in the appropriate 
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race room. Doing this sets some 
MUSE properties on your charac- 
ter which indicate your race and 
what public communication chan- 
nels you’re automatically sub- 
scribed to. Klingons, for instance, 
can speak with Klingons all over 


the MUSE. 


Bright College Years 


If you decide to become a member 
of the Federation, be warned that 
in order to get very far at all, you'll 
need to enter Starfleet Academy. 
You can do this automatically by 
finding the “registrar yeoman” in 
the administration building and 
telling him you want to register, 
then going over to the training 
hall, finding a vacant classroom, 
and taking the automated classes 
from one of the professorial ro- 
bots. The classes consist of text 
that scrolls past on various sub- 
jects, followed by a selection of 
test questions. You have to get 90 
percent or better to pass a class, 
and you have to pass all your class- 
es to go on to the next level. 
When you've completed your four 
years of classes, you arrange an in- 


ternship aboard a ship and serve 
until you're promoted to ensign. 
There are, at this time, no provi- 
sions for Federation civilians, but, 
if youd rather not go the Starfleet 
route, you can become an Inde- 
pendent and work as a merchant. 
Don’t get exasperated if it takes a 
while to find your way around at 
first. Places are spread out to add 
to the realism. If you've signed 
with the Federation, just focus on 
getting to the Academy and then 
finding the Yeoman in the Admin- 
sitration builiding. 

Rank is rather important. Every 
player is not equal, and you have 
to earn any promotions you get. 
For example, just to become a 
Starfleet ensign, you have to take 
courses on protocol and rank, and 
God help you if you show up in a 
bad mood one day and decide to 
mouth off to a player who signifi- 
cantly outranks you. There is just 
as much fun to be had as a low- 
ranking officer as a higher-up, and 
a good role-player will realize this 
and bide his or her time starring 
off-Broadway, as it were, knowing 
that in time he or she will have the 
chance to move to the Great 
White Way. Within each race, 
there is a wide range of career op- 
tions (although there is a broader 
range of career opportunities with 
the Federation than the militaristic 
Gorn). 

The training each race puts you 
through will give you a deep un- 
derstanding of the era, the milieu, 
and the system, as well as bringing 
you up to date on the history of 
the universe as it’s being played 
out on TrekMUSE. Just reading 
the “Starfleet History Part III” in 
the Starfleet Academy classrooms 
will quickly acquaint you with the 
long history of cross-border incur- 
sions and character demises that 
have taken place. There are 
chances to move up: in one battle, 
the Cardassian leader was aboard a 
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ship which was destroyed, and 
correspondingly, an awful lot of 
Cardassians below him got to 
move up. Once you've gotten 
through your training, you'll begin 
to interact significantly with other 
players, perhaps becoming a mem- 
ber of someone’s crew, out explor- 
ing, helping to build new starbas- 
es, or conducting intelligence mis- 
sions to assess enemy objectives. 


Battle-Ready 
Quite a lot of TrekMUSE is auto- 


mated, in the sense that the 
MUSE does have merchant ships 
moving around space without any 
actual players on board. Combat 
ships, on the other hand, must 
have an actual complement of 
players on board: if you go into 
battle with fewer than the required 
three players and lose, you're de- 
stroyed, and if you win, your kill 
doesn’t count. Of course, if you go 
into battle with five crew members 
and lose, you're still destroyed. 
Thus, it’s essential to have enough 
qualified crew members along to 
man the required consoles. 

Anything truly significant must 
take place during so-called “prime 
hours”’—the hours between 4 pm 
and 11 pm Eastern time. That’s 
when the Directors (the MUSE’s 
“wizard staff”—unkillable, all- 
powerful, Q-like administrators) 
are logged in to validate significant 
achievements like one ship invad- 
ing Cardassian space and destroy- 
ing a space station. Furthermore, 
to steal a ship, you have to have 
crew of that ship helping you. You 
can't just run in while a ship is va- 
cant and waltz off with it, because 
in the real Trek universe, the ship 
wouldn't really be empty just be- 
cause its senior officers are in a bar 
somewhere. 

What’s a space battle like? If 
youre on the bridge of the Galileo 
when it slugs it out with a Car- 
dassian vessel, you'll see the mem- 


bers of the crew reporting on the 
course of the vessels, distance, 
speed, and so forth, and you'll 
hear warnings when the other ship 
locks on or does damage. 

If you are a crew member, sta- 
tioned at one of the consoles, your 
screen will display the information 
appropriate to that station. To fa- 
cilitate role-playing, youd then re- 
port what your station had in- 
formed you, just as a helmsman 
on the Enterprise would acknowl- 
edge changes in course or the 
weapons officer would acknowl- 
edge a hit by the ship’s photon tor- 
pedoes. Lest you get the idea that 
TrekMUSE is nothing but battles, 
take note that the emphasis here is 
on the roleplaying and socializa- 
tion. 

Roleplaying the personality of 
your Gorn, Klingon, Cardassian, 
or Federation character can be 
very involved and addictive, and 
good roleplaying skills must be 
honed—Gorn players, for exam- 
ple, are expected to play very mil- 
taristic warriors; this is not the eas- 
iest thing to do without behaving 
incredibly one-dimensional. And a 
good roleplaying scene can be 
done as well in the Ten-Forward 
lounge as on the bridge. Assigned 
to the heavy cruiser Galileo? Visit 
the Two-Forward lounge on Deck

Know Your Character 


There’s a lot of emphasis placed on 
the concept of OOC (Out Of 
Character) and IC (In Character). 
In other words, if you're a Federa- 
tion officer and your real-life 
friend plays a Cardassian, and 
while chatting OOC your friend 
tells you that the Cardassians have 
hidden a bomb aboard Beowulf 
Station, there’s nothing you can do

Netrek The Trek Phenomenon 


Netrek is almost as old as the original Star Trek TV series 


and undoubtedly the most 
popular multiplayer shoot- 
"em-up on the Internet, 
with more elaborate playing 
and programming subcul- 
tures than any other game 
on the Net. 

Players can log in over the 
phone, but all across the 
world eight-person teams of 
Netrekkers crowd into un- 
derused campus and corpo- 
rate computer labs to get at 
‘the high-powered worksta- 
tions and network connec- 
tions that give them an edge 
in battle. Placed in a world 
of ships and planets and the 
“final frontier,” tournament- 
level game play (90 min- 
utes) resembles a Cyber- 
space version of rugby with 
dogfights. Teamwork is key, 
as squadrons fight in forma- 
tion for control of the 
galaxy. 

Netrek has been through 
many evolutionary steps. 
Born in 1972 as Empire on 
a Plato terminal system at 
the University of IIlinois, it 
was imitated on an IBM 
mainframe as Conquest in 
the early ’80s. These adapta- 
tions and others that fol- 
lowed are still in use, in- 
cluding Netrek’s immediate 


predecessor, Xtrek. And

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The longest-running of any Trek series, TNG has almost two hundred episodes to its 


name, and it’s no easy task 
to keep track of them. But 
that doesn’t mean it’s impos- 
sible, especially with the 
rich resources of the Net.

ate last summer, just before Star 
Trek: Voyager began production, 
rumors circulated that Paramount 
was reconsidering its decision to cast a 
female captain. Within days, the online 
world sprang to the defense of gender 
balance and equal opportunity in outer 
space. The first klaxon was sounded by 
Trek reviewer extraordinaire Tim 
Lynch, who posted messages on rec.arts. 
startrek* newsgroups that encouraged 
his fellow fans to contact Paramount 
executives and make their displeasure 
known. Within days, more than 200 
Trekkers answered Lynch’s call, flooding 
Paramount's offices with plaintive let- 
ters and pointed faxes. Eventually, 
Paramount opted to cast a woman in 
the role—Kate Mulgrew as Captain 
Kathryn Janeway, who took over the 
command of the Voyager in the series 
premiere January 16. Was the Lynch 
mob responsible for preserving this 
decision? Perhaps. Whatever the case, 
the letter-writing campaign was at the 
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very least an illustration of the Net’s 
ability to amplify fan voices, and it is in 
that spirit that we reprint Lynch’s 
August 1994 post:

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n many ways, the Net itself seems like 

a sci-fi invention—millions upon mil- 

lions of individuals connected invisi- 
bly, communicating at the speed of elec- 
tricity. The online world has created new 
forms of identity, new forms of punish- 
ment, new forms of culture. So you'd 
think that sci-fi media big shots—the 
authors, directors, producers, and other 
visionaries who make fantasy reality— 
would eagerly embrace electronic com- 
munication. Youd be wrong. 

Sure, some science-fiction luminaries 
make use of the Internet. Novelist 
Douglas Adams frequents the newsgroup 
devoted to discussion of his work. The X- 
Files producer/writer Glen Morgan has 
participated in IRC chats about the pop- 
ular Fox series. And Trek honcho Rick 
Berman has appeared as a guest on AOLs 
Center Stage. But the electronic world is 
conspicuously short on big names.

Novelist William Gibson, who coined the 
phrase Cyberspace, doesn’t hang out 
online. Neither does George Lucas or 
James Cameron. In fact, if you took a 
online census of sci-fi big shots, youd find 
only one name recurring consistently, and 
that name is J. Michael Straczynski. 
Straczynski is the creator of Babylon 5, 
one of the most popular and inventive 
sci-fi shows currently on the air, and since 
the beginning of the series he has spent 
much of his work-week online, respond- 
ing to fans’ questions and concerns on 
CompuServe, GEnie, and Usenet. You 
may have seen him online: He signs his 
messages with a simple “jms.” 
Equipped with a computer he calls 
his “Deathstar 2000 megasystem’” (a Dell 
with mucho memory, two CD-ROMs, 
and four megs of VRAM), Straczynski 
receives 500 to 600 messages a day and 
tries to respond to them all. Straczynski’s 
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posts convey a real sense for his love of 
writing, television, and science fiction— 
not to mention his devotion to the fans 
of Babylon 5. Just don’t post original 
story ideas—for obvious legal reasons, 
Straczynski would be obligated to leave 
newsgroups if fans started suggesting 
plots. Interviewed via email, Straczynski 
discussed the Net’s influence on the cre- 
ative process, his affinity with his fans, 
and his undying passion for quality sci- 
ence fiction. 


Q: How did you start using email 
and participating in Usenet discus- 
sion groups, and when? 

JMS: I’ve been on the Netsince about 
1985, logging on to CompuServe via an 
old Kaypro II. I was one of the first writ- 
ers I knew plugged into the system. So I 
didn’t really get into it for B5; I’ve just 
sorta always been here, and I’ve always 
tried to use the medium to help inform 
people about how television really works. 
The scenario now is simply an extension 
of that, albeit writ large. 


Q: Does the Net help in the cre- 
ative process? How so? 

JMS: The Net helps in the creative 
process not by suggesting things (which 
is verboten), but mainly by asking me 10 
zillion questions about my show, the sto- 
ry, the characters, that I'd never even con- 
sidered. The more I can answer these 
questions, the more I can suss out my 


own characters, the 
better the resultant 
show. 


Q: Can you think 
of specific ques- 
tions that have 
helped? 

JMS: The most 
helpful are ques- 


tions about alien 


cultures, or the his- 
tories of our characters, which make me 
have to define these in very specific terms 
than the sometimes general notion in the 


back of my head. 


Q: It’s an understatement to say 
that you’re much more open and 
responsive to fans and fan con- 
cerns than Paramount. Why? 

JMS: | think I’m generally more respon- 
sive to fans because I’m a fan myself. You 
almost always hear producers appointed 
to SF series saying, “Oh, no, no, I never 
watched any of the stuff myself, I’m just 
doing it now, and of course, my version 
isn't really science fiction.” I’m a fan of 
the genre; I grew up reading Bradbury 
and Heinlein and Asimov and Ellison 
and Lovecraft and Tolkien and Clarke. 
Where now I stand on the stage at a 
convention, I used to sit in the seats along 
with everybody else there in the trench- 
es. I think that gives me a good under- 
standing for how SF fans are generally

exploited by Hollywood—told to line up, 
buy the products, and shut up. 


Q: Does your reluctance to com- 
ment on Star Trek have to do with 
the similarities between Deep 
Space Nine and your show, or do 
you just have problems with the 
way Star Trek has been trans- 
formed into a franchise and an 
industry? 

JMS: My problem with Star Trek is that 
I’m conflicted; yes, I do feel that they 
have become too entrenched, and too 
much a franchise, so that they miss great 
opportunities to do challenging material. 
There is some difficulty between the 
history of Babylon 5 and Deep Space 
Nine, but we're trying to treat that like 
blood under the bridge, and just move on 
to make the best show we can. At the 
same time, there are some very good peo- 
ple over at Trek, like Jeri Taylor, Brandon 
Bragah, and a couple others, and I don’t 
want to cause them problems. So in gen- 
eral I just say nothing and just nod a lot. 


Q: What drew you to science fic- 
tion? And what are your favorite 
SF novels? 

JMS: | was drawn to SF because it had 
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for me that sense of wonder that is 
appealing to all kids. And we moved 
around a lot, once a year, while I was 
growing up, so the only continuity in my 
life came via my books. My favorite 
books would be the Lord of the Rings tril- 
ogy, the Foundation books, The Color Out 
of Space, The Martian Chronicles, Men 
Martians and Machines, The Haunting (of 
Hill House), and Alas Babylon. 


Q: Given the amount of email you 
get, do you have anyone helping 
you read/screen/reply to it? 

JMS: I read all my email myself; there’s 
nobody in between. And there will come 
some point (I’m near it now) where the 
simple volume of mail becomes such that 
I have to choose between cutting back, 
and doing the show that generates the 
email in the first place. But as Ted 
Kennedy might've said, but never did, 
“Tl drive off that bridge when I come 


to it.” 


Q: What advice would you give a 
15-year-old kid who wants to 
write SF? 

JMS: Hold onto your dreams. The world 
will try to take them from you. The 
world is wrong.

A fairly long time ago in a galaxy not so far away, it was the seventies, and Star Wars 


had swept America off its 
feet. Kids were jumping their 
parents for money to buy 
Landspeeder toys. Alec 
Guinness was the subject of 
erotic dreams. And the 
American television market 
was begging for a facsimile. 
Of all the shows to jump 
into the post-Star Wars TV 
sci-fi market, the best known 
was Glen A. Larson’s Bat- 
tlestar Galactica. If you were 
a kid, or an adult without a 
particularly demanding job, 
you ll have no trouble re- 
membering the adventures 
of Starbuck, Apollo, Adama, 
Cassiopea, and Muffit the 
Daggit.

In 1982, Harrison Ford took a break from his megabuck roles in Star Wars and Raiders 


of the Lost Ark to take the 
lead role in this piece of sci-fi 
noir, a futuristic mood piece 
directed by Ridley Scott and 
based on Philip K. Dick’s Do 
Androids Dream of Electric 
Sheep? Only Scott’s third 
film (after The Duellists and 
Alien), Blade Runner became 
a seminal piece of American

Like other classics of science-fiction, Frank Herbert’s Dune novels have long been 


beyond reproach, and this el- 
evated reputation is a mixed 
blessing—if it ensures that 
the books receive critical re- 
spect, it also limits their vital- 
ity. That’s why David Lynch's 
1984 film adaption was such 
a boon to Dune; while the 
narrative was frequently con- 
voluted and unsatisfying, 
masterful visuals and a strong 
cast—Sting, Kyle MacLach- 
lan, Jurgen Prochnow, and 
Patrick Stewart (later to earn 
fame as the captain of some 
space barge)—elevated it 
above standard sci-fi fare. 
Online Dune culture is well 
represented by one excellent 
home page (DUNE II ) and 
a reasonably active news- 
group (alt.fan.dune). But 
the best Dune on the Net is 
the role-playing Dune. There

sucking foes. Derided as a 
Highlander rip-off, Forever 
Knight has found a niche 
among fans who don’t like 
Conan and Kinnear, and it 
seems to be holding its own 
against newer syndicated 
cult shows.

During its five-year run on NBC (1989-1993), Quantum Leap leapt into the hearts of 


quality-television fans every- 
where. With Scott Bakula as 
the superintelligent (six doc- 
torates, 11 languages, one 


Nobel Prize) Dr. Samuel | 


Beckett and Dean Stockwell 
as the rough-and-tumble 
Rear Admiral Albert Calav- 
icci, the show took one sim- 
ple science-fiction con- 
cept—a hero who time-trav- 
els through his own life- 
time, inhabiting other bod- 
ies—and spun out dozens of 
quality playlets. Though the 
plots sometimes fell into 
formula—“as a stuntman, 
Sam is to save the life of 
his younger brother’—the 
strongest Leaps insisted on 
the importance of American 
history, whether the Civil 
Rights movement or the as- 
sassination of John F. 
Kennedy. At its best, Quan-

Used colloquially to refer to the 
“size” of the Net; some information transmittals (e.g. multitudes of graphic files) 
are considered to be a “waste of bandwidth.” 

The speed at which signals are sent by a modem, measured by the number of 
changes per second in the signals during transmission. A baud rate of 1,200, for 
example, would indicate 1,200 signal changes in one second. Baud rate is often 
confused with bits per second (bps). 

“Bulletin-board system.” Once referred to stand-alone desktop computers with a 
single modem that answered the phone, but can now be as complicated and inter- 
connected as a commercial service. 

A file transfer between two computers that preserves binary data—used for all 
non-text files. 

The data-transfer rate between two modems. The higher the bps, the higher the 
speed of the transfer. 

An email message “returned to sender,” usually because of an address error. 

A log-off command, like “quit” and “exit.” 

The squeaking noise that modems use to maintain a connection. See also hand- 


shake. 


“Change directory.” A command used, for example, at an FTP site to move from 
a directory to a subdirectory. 


“Change directory up.” Can be used at an FTP site to move from a subdirectory 
to its parent directory. Also chdirup. 


See cdup. 

A computer that connects to a more powerful computer (see server) for complex 
tasks. 

General term for large online services (e.g., America Online, CompuServe, 
Prodigy, GEnie). 

Shrinkage of computer files to conserve storage space and reduce transfer times. 
Special utility programs, available for most platforms (including DOS, Mac, and

Transfer of a file from one computer to another over a network. 


A program that provides information about a user who is logged into your local 
system or on a remote computer on the Internet. Generally invoked by typi'.g 
“finger” and the person’s userid. 


A violent and usually ad hominem attack against another person in a newsgroup 
or message area. 


A back-and-forth series of flames. 


A community-based network that provides free access to the Internet, usually to 
local residents, and often includes its own forums and news. 


Free software. Not to be confused with shareware. 
“File transfer protocol.” The standard used to transfer files between computers. 


An FTP command that transfers single files from the FTP site to your local direc- 
tory. The command is followed by a file name; typing “get filename” would 
transfer only that file. Also see mget. 


Common file format for pictures first popularized by CompuServe, standing for 
“graphics interchange format.” Pronounced with a hard g. 


A menu-based guide to directories on the Internet, usually organized by subject. 


“Graphical user interface” with windows and point-and-click capability, as 
opposed to a command-line interface with typed-out instructions. 


A computer enthusiast who enjoys exploring computer systems and programs, 
sometimes to the point of obsession. Not to be confused with cracker. 


The name a user wishes to be known by; a user’s handle may differ significantly 
from his or her real name or userid. 


The squawking noise at the beginning of a computer connection when two 
modems settle on a protocol for exchanging information. 


The main World Wide Web site for a particular group or organization. 


File suffix for a BinHex file, a common format for transmitting Macintosh binary 
files over the Internet. 


An easy method of retrieving information by choosing highlighted words in a text 
on the screen. The words link to documents with related subject matter. 


“In character.” A game player who is IC is acting as his or her character's persona. 


The largest network of computer networks in the world, easily recognizable by the 
format of Internet email addresses: userid@host. 
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Internet provider Wholesale or retail reseller of access to the Internet. YPN is one example. 
IP connection Full-fledged link to the Internet. See SLIP, PPP, and TCP/IP. 


IP number 


The unique number that determines the ultimate Internet identity of an IP con- 
nection. 


IRC “Internet relay chat.” A service that allows real-time conversations between mul- 
tiple users on a variety of subject-oriented channels. 

jpeg Common compressed format for picture files. Pronounced “jay-peg.” 

Is “List.” A command that provides simplified directory information at FTP sites 
and other directories. It lists only file names for the directory, not file sizes or 
dates. 

lurkers Regular readers of messages online who never post. 

lynx A popular text-based Web browser. 


mailing list 


Group discussion distributed through email. Many mailing lists are administered 
through listserv. 


mget An FTP command that transfers multiple files from the FTP site to your local 
directory. The command is followed by a list of file names separated by spaces, 
sometimes in combination with an asterisk used as a wild card. Typing “mget b*” 
would transfer all files in the directory beginning with the letter 4. Also see get. 

Net, the A colloquial term that is often used to refer to the entirety of Cyberspace: the 
Internet, the commercial services, BBSs, etc. 

netiquette The rules of Cyberspace civility. Usually applied to the Internet, where manners 
are enforced exclusively by fellow users. 

newbie A newcomer to the Net, to a game, or to a discussion. Also called fluxer. 

newsgroups The Usenet message areas, organized by subject. 

newsreader Software program for reading Usenet newsgroups on the Internet. 


port number 


A number that follows a telnet address. The number connects a user to a particu- 
lar application on the telnet site. LambdaMOO, for example, is at port 8888 of 
lambda.parc.xerox.com (lambda.parc.xerox.com 8888). 


posting The sending of a message to a newsgroup, bulletin board, or other public mes- 
sage area. [he message itself is called a post. 

pwd A command used at an FTP site to display the name of the current directory on 
your screen. 

real-time The Net term for “live,” as in “live broadcast.” Real-time connections include 


remote machine 


IRC and MUDs. 


Any computer on the Internet reached with a program such as FTP or telnet.

The basis of a 
full-fledged Internet connection. See IP Connection, PPP, and SLIP. 
Pronounced “T-C-P-I-P” 


An Internet program that allows you to log into other Internet-connected com- 
puters. 


A program or utility that allows a computer to communicate in a foreign or non- 
standard terminal mode. 


The software standard a computer uses for text communication—for example, 


ANSI for PCs and VT-100 for UNIX. 


Posted newsgroup message with a series of replies. Threaded newsreaders orga- 
nize replies under the original subject. 


The break in communication that occurs when two computers are talking and 
one takes so long to respond that the other gives up. 


“Uniform resource locator.” The World Wide Web address of a resource on the 
Internet. 


A collection of networks and computer systems that exchange messages, organized 
by subject in newsgroups. 

The unique name (often eight characters or less) given to a user on a system for 
his or her account. The complete address, which can be used for email or finger- 
ing, is a userid followed by the @ sign and the domain name (e.g., Bill Clinton's 
address is president@whitehouse.gov). 


See Archie. 


Widely used terminal protocol for formatting full screens of text over computer 
connections. 

“Wide area information server.” A system that searches through database indexes 
around the Internet, using keywords. 

A client program designed to interact with World Wide Web servers on the 
Internet for the purpose of viewing Web pages. 

A hypertext document that is part of the World Wide Web and that can incor- 
porate graphics, sounds, and links to other Web pages, FTP sites, gophers, and a 
variety of other Internet resources. 

A hypertext-based navigation system that lets you browse through a variety of 
linked Net resources, including Usenet newsgroups and FTP, telnet, and 


gopher sites, without typing commands. Also known as WWW and the Web.

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Episode Guides Address Key 


This key is meant to be used with the episode guides for the original Star Trek (pgs. 
132-144), Star Trek: The Next Generation (pgs. 166-222), and Star Trek: Deep Space Nine 
(pgs. 248-261). These episode guides not only include plot summaries and production 
information, but also list Net sites with additional information about each episode. To that 
end, the guides draw on a variety of resources, from archived fan discussions to Mike 
“Vidiot” Brown’s plot synopses. 

Because so many sites are cited time and again throughout all three episode guides, we 
have used a shorthand address system for easy reference. Each address is presented in an 
abbreviated form and keyed to a list of full Net addresses that appears on both the follow- 
ing page and in the FAQ in the front of this book (see pgs. 20-21). Use this master key to 
build a full address. Here are two examples: 

¢ Since the addresses of Tim Lynch’s Trek reviews are identical save for episode-specific 
suffixes, we have listed only the portion of the address unique to the episode in question. 
As a result, Lynch’s review of the DS9 episode “The Storyteller” is listed with the address 
anon-fip <address 24> strytllr.rev. This is not the full address, but the full address can be 
constructed by locating the FTP directory identified in address 24 in the master key 
(ftp.coe.montana.edu~/pub/mirrors/.startrek/Tim_Lynch_stuff/ds9-1) and then 
appending the episode-specific segment (strytllr.rev) The full FTP address that results from 
this simple combination (ftp.coe.montana.edu—/pub/mirrors/ .startrek/Tim_Lynch_ 
stuff/ds9-1-strytllr.rev) is the exact address of the review for “The Storyteller.” 

¢ The same procedure should be followed for World Wide Web Uniform Resource 
Locators (URLs). For instance, Mike “Vidiot” Brown’s summary of the TNG episode 
“Angel One” is listed with the address www <address 1a>angell.syn.html. This is not the 
full Website address, but the full address can be obtained by finding address 1a in the mas- 
ter key (http://www.ugcs.caltech.edu:80/~werdna/sttng/synopsis/) and attaching the 
episode-specific segment (angell.syn.html). The combination of these two pieces yields a 
full URL (http://www.uges.caltech.edu:80/~werdna/sttng/synopsis/angel1.syn.btml) that 
locates the “Angel One” summary. 

One final word about the sources we have used for pictures. The Net is teeming with 
Trek images—millions of them in thousands of archives, and the FTP resources listed here 
represent only a fraction of those that contain Trek materials. Similarly, while there are 
hundreds of bulletin boards with Trek images for downloading, we have drawn the majori- 
ty of our pictures from Perfect Vision Graphics BBS in Dayton, Ohio, which carries an 
excellent selection of Trek GIFs. 
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
